1 . Restriction to one of the following Inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-28 and 31-32. drawn to a fuel, fuel additive and method of 
preparing the fuel, classified in class 44. subclass 451 .

In the instant case, the 
method of detecting a leak does not compositionally distinguish the fuel and is 
methodologically different from making or using the fuel.
